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Glen Falloch is a picturesque glen, which runs 
from Ardlui, at the northern extremity of Loch 
Lomond, in a northerly direction. It is well 
wooded, especially at the southern pdrt, and 
through its midst flows the charming River Falloch. 
forming streams, pools, rapids, and waterfalls with 
endless variety and picturesque effect.
